CC 
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been thrown into the Sea about 10 Days ago, by 
that ſame Prince I told you of, This News has 
coſt him ſo many Tears, and has alarm d him ſo 
much, that he looks not like himſelf.

My other two Siſters and myſelf ſtay d with out 


Mother, who was then alive, and when ſhe dy'd 
lefr each of us a thouſand Sequins. As foon as 
we received our Portions, the two elder (for 1 
am the youngeſt) being married, followed their 
Husbands, and left me alone. Some time after 
my eldeſt Siſter's Husband ſold all that he had, 
and with that Money and my Siſter's Portion 
they went both into Africa, where her Husband, 
by riotous Living and Debauchery, ſpent all; 
and finding himſelf reduc'd to Poverty, he found 
a Pretext for divorcing my Silter, and put her 


away. 
1 She return'd to this City, and having ſuffer'd 


incredible Hardſhips by the way, came to me 
in fo lamentable a Condition, that it would 
have mov'd the hardeſt Heart to Compaſſion.

We liv'd comfortably together for ſome 
Months, — we were often diſcourſing toge- 
ther about our third Siſter, and wondering we 
heard no News of her, the came in as bad a 
Condition as the elder ; her Husband had treat- 
ed her after-the ſame manner; and I receiv'd 
her likewiſe with the ſame Affection I had done 
the former. . 

Some time aſter, my two Siſters, on pre- 
tence that they would not be chargeable to me, 
told me they had thoughts to marry again. 
anſwer'd them, that if their putting me to Charge 
was all the Reaſon, they might lay thoſe Thoughts 


aſide, ' and be very welcome to ftay with me; for 


what I had, would be ſufficient to maintain us all 
three anſwerable to our Condition : But, ſays I, 
T rather believe you have a mind to marry again;

Believe what I ſay, 
and let us ſtay together, and live as comfortably 
as we can. All my Perſuaſion was in vain, 
they were reſolv'd te marry, and fo they did.

this I embrac'd them, and we liv'd together as 
we did formerly. | | 
We continued thus a whole Year in 

Love and Tranquillity ; and ſeeing that God had 
encreaſed my ſmall Stock, I projected a Voyage 
by Sea, to hazard ſomewhat in Trade. To this 
endI went with my two Siſters to Ba/ſora, where 
I bought a Ship ready fitted for Sea, and laded 
her with ſuch Merchandize as I brought from 
Bagdad; we ſet Sail with a fair Wind, and ſoon 
got through the Perſia» Gulph ; and when we 
got into the Ocean we ſteer'd our Courſe for 
the Indies, and ſaw Land the twentieth Day. 
*T 'was a very high Mountain, at the bottom of 
which we ſaw a great Town; and having afreſh 
Gale, we ſoon reach'd the Harbour, where we 
caſt Anchor. 

I had not Patience to ſtay till my Siſters were 
dreſs'd to go along with me, but went aſhore in 
the Boat by myſelt; and making directly to the 


Gate of the Town, I ſaw there a great number

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Prince did-not wait for bis Father's Commands, 
but receiv'd her again immediately. | 
After which the Caliph declared, That he 
would give his own Heart and Hand to Zobeide, 
and offer'd the other three Siſters to the Callen- 
ders, that were Kings Sons, who accepted them 
for their Brides with a great deal of Joy. The 
Caliph aſſigned each of them a magniſicent Pa- 
lace in the City of Bagdad, promoted them to 
the higheſt Dignities of his Empire, and admit- 
ted them to his Councils.
